My intention here is to groom vol- 
unteers for the Radio Room at the Maritime Museum of the Atlantic where proficiency levels are more modest but the 
feel good feelings far exceed most expectations. 


Level 2 - The second level would be me sending three to five sentences from a QST magazine then reviewing as a 
group, much the same way that our man Dick, VE1AI did two years ago when I was an absolute rookie full of questions.

(2) Interac e-Transfer: The process to do an Interac e-Transfer is as follows:
